The entire second vertical row is 
thus printed, but the first stamp-——number two 
of the sheet—has a narrower strip of white 
than the one directly underneath and follow- 
ing down to the bottom st amp, we find better 
than half of the ink missing. We are en- 
deavoring to find the reason for this occur- 
rence in order to explain to our correspondent.

We were talking to several spe- 
cialist dealers regarding the set of 
Philippines of which one stamp was 
printed with the wrong waterfall on 
it and found out that dealers in the 
Islands wished a price out of all pro- 
portion. We advise our readers to 
hold off buying this set until prices 
are stabilized.

At this moment, we have no official 
announcement from the Postoffice De- 
partment that a Coolidge stamp is to 
be issued. Newspaper reports have 
stated that a stamp is to be issued 
and we have accepted these reports 
at their face value. We have also pro- 
ceeded on our own judgment and have 
gone so far as to prepare special black 
bordered mourning envelopes with ap- 
propriate picture of the late presi- 
dent and proper wording. These enve- 
lopes however are being held up and 
will not be delivered to those order- 
ing them until an official announce- 
ment is made by the department. IF 
no such stamp is issued refund will 
be made to all who have placed orders 
for the envelopes. 

Our personal opinion is that the 
stamp will be issued, public demand 
ealls for it and that demand is not en- 
tirely from stamp collectors but from 
powerful political friends and inter- 
ests. 

It is natural however that the Post- 
office Department will keep the an- 
nouncement under their hat until the 
last minute and with the new “High 
Hat” that Mr. Brown recently ac- 
quired there is plenty of room to store 
the rumor. 

Certain of our readers have already 
written Washington and tell us that 
the Department denies the statement 
that such a stamp is to be issued.

D. C. Hammatt A Suicide 


Topeka newspapers of January 12th 
carry the sad story of the death of 
Dan C. Hammatt and his wife. Both 
found shot to death in their bed early 
in the morning. 
found no trace of outside trouble and 
have concluded that Hammatt shot 
his wife and then shot himself. 

D. C. Hammatt will be remembered 
by collectors who know who is who in 
collecting United States Stamps for 
Mr. Hammatt a few years ago was 
one of the well known buyers of rare 
U. S. items and his collection was rec- 
ognized as an outstanding one. 

He was independently wealthy, a 
charming man and up to about two 
years ago had been a bachelor. Your 
editor spent several pleasant eve- 
nings at his home in 1926, and well 
remembers an evening on which he 
introduced V. W. Rotnem to Mr. Ham- 
matt and the evening was spent in 
looking through many volumes of fine 
U. S. Issues. 

Mr. Hammatt was 52 years of age, 
his wife being 45. 

There seems to have been no cause 
for his action since he is known to be 
a wealthy man. He was cashier for 
the state agency of the Aetna Life 
Insurance Company and an audit of 
his accounts shows everything in per- 
fect condition. It is believed that 
worry over lack of ready cash on ac- 
count of present times, had unbal- 
anced his mind and is the cause for 
the tragedy. 

His home, one of the finest in the 
wealthy residential section of Topeka, 
and very finely and expensively fur- 
nished, made life worth living. 

A few years ago Hammatt sold a 
part of his U. S. Collection for $30,- 
000 and he still had a remarkable col- 
lection of stamps. He is a member of 
the A. P. S. 4269 and life member 113. 


A letter under date of January 17 
from Larmel Stamp Company of New 
York states that two times within the 
previous ten days their office was en- 
tered by burglars and their entire 
stock of U. S., Mint British Colonies 
and Mixtures, was stolen. They ask 
the indulgence of their customers and 
will attempt to fill orders as quickly 
as possible.

Georgia Stamp 


Following a visit of the Georgia 
| delegation in Senate and House up- 
| on Postmaster Geneial Brown it 

was announced that the Depart- 
ment will, on February 13, issue 
a new three-cent stamp to com- 
memorate the 200th anniversary of 
the estabishment of the Colony of 
Georgia and as a memorial to Gen- 
eral James Edward Oglethorpe, 
founder of the Colony, who landed 
from England at Savannah, Feb- 
ruary 12, 1733. It will be purple 
in color. 

The stamp will be issued in con- 
nection with the Bi-centennial cele- 
bration of the State of Georgia, 
scheduled to begin February 12, 
next, and continue until Thanks- 
giving Day of 1933. It is planned 
to make this celebration national 
in scope, somewhat along the lines 
of the George Washington Bicen- 
wy" of last year. 

A design for the new stamp will 
be prepared at the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing and it will 
probably contain a portrait of Gen- 
eral Oglethorpe, from a painting 














by an unknown English artist.

Mr. Warren is a very prominent 
architect of New York City, and the 
woodcut was made with the consent 
of Postmaster George Von L. Meyer. 

I am reliably informed that there 
are only a very few of these impres- 
sions in existence, certainly not more 
than ten; hence, I know you will value 
this specimen very highly. 

I wish again to express to you my 
appreciation of the gift of the Scher- 
macks.
